Your attention 49 directed to RSA 107:10 (2) 
(supp) which makes the establishment of local civil defense organizea- 
tions mandatory end which provides in part that "the city council ofa 
city or board of selectmen of a town may appoint one of their own members 


or any other eltizen or official to act as director," 


(emphasis added) 


Furthermore, RSA 107317 (supp) requires that each 
person who is appointed to serve in an organization for civil defense 
shall, before entering upon his dutics, take an oath that he will bear 
true faith end allegiance to the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of The State of New Hampshire. Since one who is not a 
citizen owes no such allegiance it would seem that an oath by him would 


be meaningloss, 


that in order to qualify to serve as a local director of civil defense 


one must be a citizen, 


Vory truly yours, 


George T. Ray, Jr.
